2 the recorded information comprises information of a first type and information of

6 one of information of the first type and information of the second type from the recorded 

7 information occurring between the start time and end time associated with the first time range. 

1 3. (Original) The method of claim 2 wherein the information of the first type 

2 is video information and the information of the second type is at least one of audio information 

3 and closed-caption text information. 
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1 4. (Original) The method of claim 1 wherein: 

2 the one or more identifiers selected from the first set of identifiers comprise a first 

3 identifier; 

4 determining the one or more time ranges based upon the one or more identifiers 

5 comprises determining a first time and a second time associated with the first identifier; and 

6 determining the portions of the recorded information corresponding to the one or 

7 more time ranges comprises determining a portion of the recorded information occurring 

8 between the first time and second time associated with the first identifier. 

1 5. (Original) The method of claim 1 wherein: 

2 the one or more identifiers selected from the first set of identifiers comprise a first 

3 identifier and a second identifier; 

4 determining the one or more time ranges based upon the one or more identifiers 

5 comprises: 

6 determining a time associated with the first identifier; and 

7 determining a time associated with the second identifier; 

8 determining the portions of the recorded information corresponding to the one or 

9 more time ranges comprises determining a portion of the recorded information occurring 

10 between the time associated with the first identifier and the time associated with the second 

1 1 identifier. 

1 6. (Original) The method of claim 5 wherein the first identifier is selected 

2 after the second identifier. 

1 7. (Original) The method of claim 5 wherein the first identifier is selected 

2 before the second identifier.

2 receiving information indicative of selection of one or more identifiers from a 

3 second set of identifiers printed on the paper document; 

4 determining one or more operations based upon the one or more identifiers 

5 selected from the second set of identifiers; and 
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6 performing at least one operation from the one or more operations on a portion of 

7 the recorded information corresponding to at least one time range from the one or more time 

8 ranges. 

1 12. (Original) The method of claim 1 1 wherein performing the at least one 

2 operation comprises outputting the portion of the recorded information corresponding to the at 

3 least one time range from the one or more time ranges. 

1 13. (Original) The method of claim 1 1 wherein performing the at least one 

2 operation comprises communicating the portion of the recorded information corresponding to the 

3 at least one time range to a recipient. 

1 14. (Original) The method of claim 1 3 wherein communicating the portion of 

2 the recorded information corresponding to the at least one time range to the recipient comprises 

3 communicating the portion of the recorded information via an electronic mail addressed to the 

4 recipient. 

1 15. (Original) The method of claim 13 wherein communicating the portion of 

2 the recorded information corresponding to the at least one time range to the recipient comprises 

3 communicating the portion of the recorded information via facsimile. 

1 16. (Original) The method of claim 1 1 wherein performing the at least one 

2 operation comprises deleting the portion of the recorded information corresponding to the at least 

3 one time range from the recorded information. 

1 17. (Original) The method of claim 1 1 wherein performing the at least one 

2 operation comprises printing a representation of the portion of the recorded information 

3 corresponding to the at least one time range on a paper medium to generate a second paper 

4 document. 
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1 18. (Original) The method of claim 1 1 wherein performing the at least one 

2 operation comprises storing the portion of the recorded information corresponding to the at least 

3 one time range. 

1 19. (Original) The method of claim 1 further comprising: 

2 receiving information indicative of selection of one or more identifiers from a 

3 second set of identifiers printed on the paper document; 

4 determining one or more operations based upon the one or more identifiers from 

5 the second set of identifiers; and 

6 performing at least one operation from the one or more operations on portions of 

7 the recorded information corresponding to the one or more time ranges. 

1 20. (Original) The method of claim 19 wherein performing the at least one 

2 operation comprises ranking the one or more time ranges based upon contents of the portions of 

3 the recorded information corresponding to the one or more time ranges. 

1 21. (Original) The method of claim 20 wherein ranking the one or more time 

2 ranges comprises: 

3 for each time range in the one or more time ranges, determining relevance of the 

4 portion of the recorded information corresponding to the time range to a user-specified criterion; 

5 and 

6 ranking the one or more time ranges based upon the relevance of the portions of 

7 the recorded information corresponding to the time ranges to the user-specified criterion. 

1 22. (Original) The method of claim 21 wherein the user- specified criterion 

2 identifies a topic of interest.
